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Gov. Wallace 
Returns To 
Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. 
(AP) 
— George C. Wallace returned 
home to Alabama today and re* 
sumed his duties as governor 
after 54 days of hospitalization 
in Maryland following an at­ 
tempt on his life as he cam­ 
paigned 
for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
After a brief stop at the state 
Capitol, he planned to fly on to 
Miami for the Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. 
With a band playing, a cheer­ 
ing crowd estimated by police 
at more than 5,000 greeted the 
partially 
paralyzed 
governor. 
He landed at the Montgomery 
Municipal Airport aboard an 
Air Force hospital plane made 
available by President Nixon. 
Before 
leaving 
Holy 
Cross 
Hospital at Silver Spring, Md., 
where he has been under treat­ 
ment since the assassination at­ 
tempt May 15, the governor 
thanked his doctors and others 
on 
the 
hospital 
staff 
who 
“saved my life.” 
“1 feel good, I feel great,” 
WaUace declared. 
'The disabled, governor was 
pushed in his wheelchair to a 
limousine amidst the applause 
of several score spectators for 
a 
motorcade to nearby An­ 
drews Air Force Base and the 
flight south in an Air Force 
hospital plane. 
But Wallace, wounded May 15 
at a political rally in Laurel, 
Md., 
first paused briefly 
to 
thank government and hospital 
officials and staff members for 
the care they accorded him. 
fn an accompanying written 
statement at Holy Cross Hospi­ 
tal Wallace said “Sister Helen 
Marie, the doctors, sisters and 
staff of the hospital will always 
hold a very dear place in my 
heart. They saved my life, and 
I wish God’s blessings to all of 
them.” 
As he shook hands with hospi­ 
tal staffers and other well-wish­ 
ers, and saluted toward news 
photographers, 
it 
almost 
seemed as if he were already 
back on the campaign traU for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination. 
Those accompanying WaUace 
include his wife Cornelia and 
two daughters, Peggy Sub and 
Lee. Drs. Joseph Schanno and 
Herman Maganzini, who have 
treated Wallace at Holy Cross 
and Dr. George Traugh and 
Judy Cantry, rehabilitation spe­ 
cialists from the University of 
Alabama’s Birmingham Medi­ 
cal Center, also are going. 
Billy Joe Camp, the gover­ 
nor’s press secretary, said Wal­ 
lace’s Miami Beach hotel room 
has been furnished with physi- 
cal-therapy equipment. Special 
ramps 
built 
to 
acommodate 
Wallace's wheelchair have been 
installed at the convention haU. 
He remains crippled from a 
spinal wound, hut can walk 
with the aid of braces and a 
walking bar.

Skyjacker Gives Up After 
Getting $450,000 Ransom 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - A 
young AWOL soldier seized a 
Pacific Southwest Airlines jet­ 
liner for $450,000 ransom, which 
he 
said 
would 
be 
given 
to 
groups 
“involved 
in 
the 
Mideast crisis,” 
and ordered 
the plane 1,000 miles up and 
down California before surren­ 
dering early today to his hos­ 
tage, a law officer, authorities 
said. 
The air pirate, who gave up 
after the jetliner landed at Oak­ 
land International Airport, was 
identified 
by 
the 
FBI 
as 
Francis 
Goodell, 
21, 
of 
Ma­ 
nassas, Va., AWOL two days 
from the Army. FBI agent-in- 
charge Robert Gebhardt said 
military cards were found on 
Goodell, including one from Ft. 
Riley, Kan. The entire $450,000 
was recovered, the agent said. 
The hiacker gave a note to 
the pilot which said the ransom 
money, 
obtained 
from 
PSA 
along 
with 
one 
parachute, 
“would be given to two organ­ 
izations involved in the Mideast 
crisis,” a Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration official said. 
The note continued: “Recent 
actions by the Air Line Pilots 
Association 
and 
secretary 
of 
transportation have caused con­ 
sternation in our organization 
and we 
are forced to take 
prompt action.” 
Some ALPA members last 
month took part in a one-day 
work stoppage to protest the re­ 
cent 
wave 
of 
air 
piracy 
throughout the world and to de­ 
mand better security measures. 
It was the second hijacking 
for PSA, an intrastate airline, 
in two days. 
On Wednesday 
FBI agents stormed aboard a 
PSA jetliner at San Francisco

manded $800,090 in ransom and 
escape to Siberia. A passenger 
was shot and killed 
by one of 
the hijackers, the FBI said, and 
two

The Oakland air pirate gave 
up his guns to California High­ 
way 
Patrol 
Capt. 
Lloyd 
T. 
Turner, whom he held as a hos­ 
tage on the flight. 
The hijacker had a pistol tak­ 
en from the officer and a 7.65- 
caliber pistol of German manu­ 
facture, the FBI said. 
“He (the hijacker) started to 
act rather nervous and pur­ 
suant to suggestions, with the 
captain and the pilot talking to 
him together and individually 
— after 214 hours — he finally 
surrendered his weapons and 
surrendered to the FBI,” Geb­ 
hardt said. 
Later newsmen asked Turner 
why he thought the hijacker 
gave up.

Prices Of Industrial 
Goods, Food Rise Again 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A re­ 
newed surge in livestock and 
meat prices led an over-all rise 
of five-tenths of one per cent in 
wholesale prices of food and in­ 
dustrial products in June, the 
government 
said 
today. 
The 
unemployment 
rate 
dropped 
during the month. 
It was the second straight 
substantial 
monthly price in­ 
crease, folowing a three-fifths 
of one per cent hike in May for 
the largest two-month increase 
since last January and Febru­ 
ary. 


The Labor Department also 
reported 
that 
the 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
dropped 
from 5.9 to 5.5 per cent of 'the 
work force last month for the 
lowest figure in more than a 
year and a half. The improve­ 
ment was entirely due to sea­ 
sonal factors. 
But the actual total of jobless 
Americans climbed 1.1 million 
to 5.4 million in the annual 
summer flood of school young­ 
sters seeking work. 
Because the rise in the work 
force was not as large as ex­ 
pected, the department’s Bu­ 


reau of Labor Statistics figured 
it as a decline in the jobless 
rate on a seasonal basis. 
Livstock prices climbed 4.1 
per cent, poultry rose 6.9 per 
cent 
and 
processed 
meats, 
poultry and fish rose 3.6 per 
cent, the report on wholesale 
prices said. 
Industrial raw materials rose 
three-tenths of one per cent and 
consumer-finished goods—those 
ready for retail markets—In­ 
creased five-tenths of one per 
cent. 
The 
increases 
pushed 
the 
government’s Wholesale Price 
Index up to 118.8 of its 1967 
base, 
meaning 
that 
it 
cost 
wholesalers $118.80 in June for 
every $100 worth of goods five 
years ago. The index was 3.9 
per' cent above a year ago. 
The 
report 
said 
wholesale 
prices had climbed at an an­ 
nual rate of 5.3 per cent in the 
seven months so far of Presi­ 
dent Nixon's Phase 2 wage- 
price 
controls, 
a 
larger 
in­ 
crease than the 5.2 per cent 
rate of increase in the eight 
months prior to the Phase I 
wage-price freeze imposed by 
Nixon last August.

New Social Security 
Benefits Automatic 


Social Security beneficiaries 
need not apply for the 20 per­ 
cent benefit increase signed in­ 
to law by President Nixon on 
July' 1. Ronald L. Talley, Rich­ 
mond Social. Security District 
Manager, said today that all 
social security beneficiaries who 
are on the benefit rolls in Sep­ 
tember wül receive the increase 
automatically.. The increase is 
effective beginning with pay­ 
ments for the month of Septem­ 
ber. 
The average monthly benefit 
for a. retired, worker goes tip 
from $134 to $162; for a retired 
couple from $224 to about $271. 
A. widowed mother with, two 
children will receive an average 
social security benefit of about 
$386. up from $322. For a dis­ 
abled worker with a wife and 
one or more children, the new 
average monthly payment will, 
be about $354, increased from 
$295. The special monthly pay­ 
ments that are made to certain, 
individuals age 72 and over who 
are not insured for regular so­ 
cial security case benefits will 
also be increased by 20 percent 
from $48.30 to $58.00 for an in­ 
dividual and from $72.50 to 
$87 for a couple. The new law 
also includes a provision for 
automatic annual increases in 
social security benefits as the 
cost, of living rises in. the future 
— a recommendation made by 
President Nixon in his 1969 mes­ 
sage on social, security. Under 
the new law the contribution 
and benefit base — the maxi­ 
mum amount of annual earnings 
that are counted for benefit and 
contribution purposes — will 
rise from the present $9,000 a 
year to $10,000 in 1973 and to 
$12,000 in 1974. Thereafter this 
amount would be adjusted auto­ 
matically to keep pace with 
rising w'ages. This means; that 
as earnings rise workers whose 
earnings are at or above the 
level of the maximum earnings 
base will pay contributions on 
higher earnings — but they also 
will have those additional, earn­ 
ings counted toward the bene­ 
fits that will be payable to them 
and their families In the future

Democratic National Convention 
will have a couple of high-class 
pages next week—Matt Welsh 
and Birch Bayh.

nee—and the junior U.S. Sena­ 
tor weren’t named as delegates 
or alternates to the convention. 
A spokesman for Welsh said 
naming them pages was the 
easiest way to get them on the 
floor. 


“I don’t know whether they’ll 
have to wear special jackets or 
not.” said Miss Hank Landman 
of Welsh’s campaign staff. 
Sen. R. Vance Hartke is an 
at-large delegate to the con­ 
vention and several Democratic 
congressmen also are delegates 
or alternates. 


But for Welsh and Bayh, it 
will be no vote, no open con­ 
troversy, and a sort of relaxed, 
off-beat prestige.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
fate of a bloc of Democratic 
National Convention delegates 
that could give Sen. George 
McGovern a first-ballot presi­ 
dential nomination rested today 
with the Supreme Court. 
The court must decide wheth­ 
er to convene a rare special 
session to consider an appel- 
late-court decision which re­ 
turned to McGovern 151 Califor­ 
nia delegates he lost in a party 
Credentials Committee fight. 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger Thursday suspended imple­ 
mentation of the lower-court 
decision while he attempted to 
poll the other eight vacationing 
justices to determine if there 
was sufficient support for a 
special session. 
Should Burger call the court 
into emergency session, the jus­ 
tices might be expected to hold 
a. hearing and. announce a. deci­ 
sion before the Democratic Na­ 
tional 
Convention 
opens 
in 
Miami Beach Monday night. 
On the other hand. Burger 
could refuse the appeal, thus 
letting the Appeals Court deci­ 
sion stand. 
Or he could delay implemen­ 
tation of the Appeals Court or­ 


der until the Supreme Court 
convenes its fall term, well 
after the convention ends. In 
that case, McGovern might be 
expected to ask the convention

The Twins led the division 
early in the season, but slid 
from a 16-5 record on May 14 to 
36-34 when Rigney was Bred . 
Griffith chose Rigney to suc­

West Division, but lost three 
consecutive playoff games to 
the Baltimore Orioles. 
Martin, 
popular with

nesota fans, was a tough act 
for Rigney to follow, but he du­

Last year the Twins slumped to 
fifth place .in the West. 
Quilici, who played five sea­ 
sons with the Twins, was a 
spark on the 1965 pennant win­ 
ner. He was called from the 
minors in July and helped so­ 
lidify the infield, playing his 
first 44: gam.es without an. error. 
Griffith indicated he would 
offer Rigney the opportunity to 
stay with the Twins organ­ 
isation, but said scouting was 
the only assignment open this 
year.

King seemed completely unwor­ 
ried by the encounter with her 
younger rival. 
“Of course Evonne has won­ 
derful talent and. has all. the de­ 
termination 
of

champion," 
said 
Mrs. 
King. 
‘But Fib so pleased to have 
reached the Wimbledon final 
again because I haven’t been 
playing too well for three or 
four years." 
Mrs. King, now 28, first hit 
the 
Wimbledon 
headlines 
11 
years ago when she best the 
then No. 1 seed Margaret Court 
of Australia in her opening 
game. 
Since then. Mrs. 'King has 'tak­ 
en 
the 
coveted 
Wimbledon 
crown three times—in 1966, 1967 
and 1968. 
The next two years she was 
beaten in the finals. 
Mrs. King expects the 15,000 
fans to be behind her opponent, 
who beat her in the semifinals 
here last year. 
“If a crowd started shouting 
for me I’d really be surprised," 
laughed Mrs. King. “I’d have 
to atop and ask them ‘what’s 
the matter?”' 
“But I don’t mind. It’s all in 
the game." 
Miss Goolagong, 20, had to be 
at her best to beat 17-year-old 
Chris Evert of Fort Lauder­ 
dale, Fla., in the semifinals and 
confessed the finals might be 
equally difficult. 
“Billie Jean is always in 
there fighting," said the curly- 
haired champion.

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A recent talk by Dr. John R. Weinlick, 
dean emeritus of the Moravian Theologi­ 
cal Seminary, expressed an attitude that, 
to me, was long in coming. He said, 
Thank God for the generation gap.” 
He defined a generation as all people 
bom about the same time, and felt that 
a generation was about 30 years. He re­ 
lated it not by a biological concept, but 
to historical events and attitudes. Thus, 
there is always a spread chronological­ 
ly, but, on the whole, certain years have 
certain labels. 
We have the Victorian generation, the 
post-World War I generation, the Depres­ 
sion generation (that's us), the post- 
World War II generation, the beat gen­ 
eration, etc. 
He felt that people’s thinking and peo­ 
ple’s conduct is influenced by the time 
in which they live. 
He even called the American Revolu­ 
tion the revolt of a child against it par­ 
ents. The young Colonies became strong 
enough to assert themselves, and the 
result was the creation of the United 
States of America. 
Change is a part of living; but people 
are also creatures of habit. We get used 
to doing things a certain way and think­ 
ing out things a certain way. We try new 
foods, but, in the long run. stick to the 
ones we grew upon. He says that there 
is not only a generation gap between 
parents and children, but there is a gen­ 
eration gap in our lives. 
The mood of the 50’s was that of ac­ 
ceptance. We were busy expanding uui- 
versities. enlarging curriculum, increas­ 
ing the size of factories, and judging our 
economy bv a symbol called the GNP 
(the gross national product) . . . mean­ 
ing the number of new telephones, com- 
E 
uters. refrigerators, automobiles, super- 
lighwavs. expensive homes, airports, 
etc., built . . . even though the inner 
cities were decaying, pollution getting 
worse, and our public transportation 
was bogging down. Our young students 
at that time were called “the silent gen­ 
eration.” 
In the last half of the 1960’s, the mood 
has changed. Our young people no longer 
accept our values. Here we are spending 
billions to spread the good word about 
America across the globe, we are fighting 
away in Vietnam to insure freedom such 
as we know it in America, but we can't 
get our young people to accept our 
image. They are turning their backs on 
those things which we nave spent a life 
time struggling to achieve. 
Their extreme rejection of my values 
is disturbing . . . this shouting instead 
of orderly debate, this killing to settle 
a dispute, this hate for law and order, 
this disregard for marriage, and calling 
immorality a “new life style.”

in. Great ideals are nurtured in conflicts. 
So says he, “Don’t eliminate the stimu­ 
lation of the generation gap!”

Hoosiers may not be willing 
to bear the cost of preserving 
their heritage. 
H. Roll McLaughlin is presi­ 
dent of 
the 
Historic 
Land­ 
marks Foundation in Indiana. H 
marks Foundation in Indiana. 
He said: “The best preserva­ 
tion of historic landmarks is 
through constant maintenance 
which prevents use of the word 
restoration, for there is no more 
time consuming activity than 
restoration. It is better that we 
use a little imagination, and 
with a monetary shot in the 
arm, proserve sturdy architect­ 
ure rather than to demolish it.” 
McLaughlin’s remarks were 
brought to mind as I visited the 
Indiana Soldiers' Home at La­ 
fayette. 
The 
commandant’s 
house, built and furnished for 
the cost of $8,000 in 1889, has 
been the center of a raging con­ 
troversy... The Home is one of 
many special institutions under 
supervision of the State Board 
of Health. Over the years they 
have been “weeding out’’ out­ 
dated buildings and abandoning 
superintendents' quarters over 
the state. They have found it is 
better to have superintendents 
live off of the grounds of an in­ 
stitution, 
Keith Malsbary and his wife 
currently occupy the home, pay­ 
ing $150 a month to live there. 
They have worked to restore the 
interior and filled it with many 
of their personal antiques. 
Wiliam D. Murchie, director 
of Management and services 
for the hoard of health has been 
trying to close the home. He 
says his department has spent 
$15,000 buying carpet, drapes 
and paint for the house over 
the last two years, and he would 
rather see the money spent on 
more therapy facilities or even 
a dentist for the more than 400 
residents of “the hill.'* 
Latest move is to' include $50,- 
000 in the 1973 budget request 
to remodel the house, covering 
it with aluminum siding and re­ 
placing the tall-white pillar­ 
ed 
porch 
with 
wrought-iron 
railing. 
It would destroy the historical 
value of a home dubbed the 
“White House of the Wabash.** 
At the end of the Civil War, 
many returning veterans return­ 
ed to the hilly area on the 
banks of the Wabash near La­ 
fayette. The 1885 legislature es­ 
tablished the Indiana State Sol­ 
diers Home. A former general 
and the City donated the land, 
Plans were to have each County 
build a cottage on the spacious 
wooded area for their veterans. 
An architect was paid $500 to 
design the first five buildings 
including stately residence. 
Veterans had returned from 
the war with an appreciation 
for southern architecture. The 
three story, white1 frame home 
is typic«' of a Plantation Home, 
with two life-size statues of Civ­ 
il War Soldiers guarding eacn 
side of the porch. A traveling 
artist made a plaster “has re­ 
lief” over the large fireplace, 
similar to works of art he had 


completed at other state soldiers 
homes. 
Robert C. Braun, executive 
director of the Historic Land­ 
marks Foundation of Indiana, 
believes the building should be 
preserved, He said; “Buildings 
of this type add dignity. They 
are functional and they ipgrade 
the entire area. The house is 
fulfilling the purpose for which 
it was built beyond the call of 
duty.” He believes the loss of 
such buildings “cut away the 
roots of Indiana’s cultural heri­ 
tage.'’ 
Many Hoosiers agree. McLau­ 
ghlin spoke to a packed house 
at the Indiana State Museum on 
preservation of historical land­ 
marks. He said: “Preservation 
of historical homes is a national 
concern, for once destroyed, 
they are gone forever. The goal 
of preservation today is recon­ 
ciliation to meet todays needs, 
and serve a modern function. A 
location is desired for preserva­ 
tion either because of its indi­ 
viduality, or because of the per­ 
son or persons who have lived 
there.” 
He pointed to many buildings 
now 
threatened 
which 
were 
worthy of preservation. The old 
Manachor building, home of the 
Indiana University School of 
Law in Indianapolis is vacant 
and the future is in doubt. He 
said it represented irreplacable 
crafts in glass, wood and stone. 
The 
Indiana 
Theater, 
now 
threatened, symbolizes the Ter­ 
ra Cotta period and was fea­ 
tured in a 1971 Architectural 
Record as a building worth sav­ 
ing. The Scottish Rite Cathedral 
was called the last truly Gothic 
structure, built in 1926. 
There are some 5,900 museums 
in America, visited by some 700' 
million each year. They are the 
records of our cultural life and 
educational progress. They are 
facing increasing financial pro­ 
blems and are being forced to 
reduce programs and cut down 
on staff. Few can afford neces­ 
sary humidity and temperature 
controls. They are an important 
link with our heritage and de­ 
serve support.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—Eight 
nursing homes have not had 
their licenses renewed and the 
state Is drawing up orders to 
remove Medicaid patients from 
three of the facilities, report 
state welfare department offi­ 
cials. 
The homes have not received 
new licenses because of health 
or safety standards, but five of 
the homes will get a reinspec­ 
tion before Medicaid patients 
are withdrawn, the official 
said.The Indiana Health Facilities 
Council took the action in hold­ 
ing up the renewals. 
The notices for removing the 
patients involve the Corydon 
Nursing home (formerly Na­ 
tional Nursing Home' of Cory­ 
don), Glen Aire Nursing Home 
at Richmond and Sherwood 
House Nursing Home at Pent. 
Those now awaiting reinspec­ 
tion are: Park Riley Nursing 
Home,

Golden 
Years Homestead, Fort Wayne;

Park Nursing Home, both of In­ 
dianapolis. 
All of the eight denied reli­ 
censing effective July 1 were in 
the intermediate care category 
for Medicaid purposes, the offi­ 
cials said. 
Mary A. Bass, administrator 
of the Corydon home, said the 
fire-safety violations have been 
corrected and she would apply 
for a rehearing before the 
Health Facilities Council.

The 
International 
Sunday 
School Lesson for July 9 is en­ 
titled 
"Finding 
God's 
Guid­ 
ance." It is a Biblical answer 
to a mixed-up and distraught 
generation on tiow we can find 
the paths of divine guidance and 
use them to the solving of m od­ 
ern problems, including our own 
personal problems and those of 
the world at large. 
The Prophet Elijah stands out 
as the key figure in this lesson. 
When Elijah was taken into 
heaven in a chariot of fire it 
was a sign to the people of his 
day that matters of great con­ 
sequence were about to' happen. 
In the days of Elijah the He-

brew people were fighting at 
all times the disposition to for­ 
sake the one true God and go 
over to idolatry. This worship 
of idols was at its worst under 
the rule of King Ahab and his 
evil wife Jezebel. 


The Lord Comes To Elijah 


After the king’s wife Jezebel 
had sent a threatening message 
to Elijah, including an oath to 
kill him as soon as she could get 
her hands on him, Elijah fled 
to Beersheba, a ''settlement in 
the extreme south of Palestine. 
During forty days and forty 
nights Elijah subsisted on food 
supplied by an angel. The dis­ 
consolate Prophet Elijah hid in 
a cave far away from the place 
where he was most needed. Eli­ 
jah was ordered by the voice 
of God to go forth from his cave 
and stand upon the mountain 
before the Lord. Here he ex­ 
perienced a great and strong 
wind, followed by an earth 
quake. Only a short time before 
Elijah had witnessed a tremen­ 
dous fire sent by the Lord to 
burn up the sacrifice made to 
the one true God by Elijah. 
But the Lord was not in the 
fire. After the fire, however, 
there was a still small voice. 
Elijah was certain that he was 
tbi only true worshipper .left in 


the whole of Israel. 'The still 
small voice assured him. that, 
this was not true but that there 
were seven thousand in Israel 
that had not bowed to Baal 


Elijah’s Tasks 
If at any time or under any 
circumstance we come to the 
conclusion that we are the only 
person correct both in what we 
believe and what we propose to 
do, then we are surely in for a 
bad time. God, speaking direct­ 
ly to Elijah, told him to be 
ready to carry out certain ac­ 
tions to which he had been as­ 
signed. He was first of all to 
anoint Haza el, King of Syria. 
Then he was to anoint Jehu to 
be King of Israel, lookig for­ 
ward to the destruction of Ahab 
and Jezebel and all that per­ 
tained to their rule. The third 
'person Elijah was to anoint was 
Elisha to be Elijah’s assistant 
and successor. Elijah believe 
himself to be the only righteous 
person on earth, and the divine 
voice set him straight with the 
divine assurance that there were 
still plenty of people left who 
worshipped the one true God 
and tried as best they could to 
live after divine directions. 
The Church of the Living God 
has for centuries been spreading 
its teachings across the world. 
No matter what the situation 
may be in which we find our­ 
selves, we can be sure that 
God’s guidance will be at our 
disposal.

existence of God and try, in 
season and out of season to do 
the best they can to serve God. 
'We can be sure that in our dis­ 
traught world today there are 
millions of people loyal to the 
law of God, trying as best they 
can to find what the will of God 
really is and to make the world 
a better place in which to live.

From beginning to end the 
Bible is constantly calling our 
attention to the fact that we 
have need of divine guidance 
and can have such guidance if 
we seek after it and try to find 
it. The worst state in which one 
can find himself is the con­ 
viction that he knows what is 
right, that he intends to con­ 
tinue pounding the table and 
telling everyone who will listen 
to him that he alone knows what 


truth is and that he alone is 
trying to live up to the truth. 
The age in which we live is 
in many ways the finest age in 
the whole of human history. It 
is, however, a dangerous age. 
We are beginning to find this in 
the national and international 
problems we confront. We may 
pollute and corrupt the atmos­ 
phere in which we live. We may 
tie ourselves up with nations 
that once they get us disarmed 
will proceed to take over and 
run the world according to 
their superior ‘wisdom.”

1,551 Pounds 
WOOSTER, Ohio (AP)—It 
took 40 minutes for participants 
in Wooster’s annual Fourth of 
July celebration to devour the 
ice cream sundae put together 
by Robert Bercaw. 
It weighed 1.551 pounds. 
It included 1,070 pounds of ice 
cream and 144 pounds of choco­ 
late syrup, topped oft with 16 
pounds of marichino cherries, 
crushed pineapple, marshmal­ 
lows and crushed nuts. 
Bereaw, 27, owner of an ice 
cream parlor, said he built it 
mainly to top the reported 
record 883-pound sundae he 
built last year.

ChUd Star In‘Shane’Fatally 
Hurt In Colorado Road Crash 
LAKEWOOD» Colo. (AP) — 
As the stranger who helped his 
father rides oft into the bleak 
frontier plain, the tousle-haired 
boy shouts after him, “Shane? 
Shane, come back!” 
That scene at the end of the 
1953 film classic “Shane” re­ 
mains for many one of the 
most moving in Westerns, and 
it secured a lasting fame for its 
child star, Brandon de Wilde. 
De Wilde, 30, died Thursday 
evening of injuries suffered 
several hours earlier in a traf­ 
fic accident in this Denver sub­ 
urb. He had recently completed 
an appearance here in a stage 
production of “Butterflies Are 
Free.” 
The Brooklyn-born actor who 
lived in Century City, Calif., 
was alone in a van truck when 
it glanced oft a guard rail dur­ 
ing a heavy rainstorm and 
slammed into a parked con­ 
struction trailer. 
* De Wilde was pinned in the 
wreckage. He suffered a broken 
neck, back and leg. He died 
four hours later in a Denver 
hospital. 
De Wilde's career had waned 
somewhat in recent years. He 
started out as a 7-year-old in 
1950 with a Broadway debut in 
Carson McCuller’s “Member of 
the Wedding” that won critical 
raves. 
That performance led to the 
role in “Shane,” to which 'he 
p l a y e d an impresstonable 
youngster learning the meaning 
of violence on the plains of 
Wyoming during the American 
frontier. 
Because he continued to look 
younger toan, 'his age, he often 
played a similar role to later 
motion pictures, notably “Hud” 
in 1963, to which he portrayed a 
teen-ager growing up to the 
shadow of a strong-willed 
uncle. 
Other film credits included, 
roles to “Blue Denim,” “AO
